The HF Horizontal Full 


Wavelength Loop Antenna 
Bob Uhrhammer, WB6VEX 


One HF antenna that is often overlooked by 

the amateur community is the horizontal full 
wavelength loop. This is largely due to the 
proliferation of references which dismiss 

the antenna as useless for most amateur 
communications requirements. Many of the Ge 
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references assume that it is only good for 
local and regional communication based on 
its predominantly high wave-angle and 
omnidirectional characteristics. 
Unfortunately, they tend to ignore the fact 
that it is an efficient radiator and that it is 
much less susceptible to man-made and 
atmospheric noise than are vertical and 
dipole antennas. These latter 
characteristics are a distinct advantage 
when working DX. 


The principal advantages of the HF 
horizontal loop antenna are that it is 
inexpensive and easy to construct, and that 
it operates on its fundamental and 
harmonic frequencies with an SWR which 
rarely exceeds 3:1 when fed with 50 or 75 
ohm coax. The principal disadvantages are 
that it requires 4 supports, that it be at least 
1/12 wavelength high (1/6 wavelength or 
higher is recommended), and that it 
requires a lot of sufficient size. For 
example, for 80 meter operation, it requires 
a lot of 4600+ square feet and 20+ foot tall 
supports. 


My interest in the horizontal loop HF 
antenna was renewed recently while 
looking for an 80 meter antenna which 
would perform better than my current 
antennas (a sloper suspended from a 32 
foot high tower and a 40 meter inverted V 
fed through an antenna tuner). My lot is 
just large enough to erect an 80 meter 
horizontal loop with dimensions of 
approximately 75 feet by 55 feet. 


The length of the loop is calculated via 
L(feet) = 1005/f(MHz). As an example, for 
operation on 3750 kHz, the loop length is 
1005/3.75 or 268 feet. Ideally, we want the 
loop to be a square 268/4 or 67 feet ona 
side (to maximize the cross-sectional area), 
but a rectangle will also work well as long 
as it is not more than about 1.5 times as 
long as it is wide. Feed the loop using 50

or 75 ohm coax (don't use a balun) directly 
adjacent to one of the supports. Fix the 
loop wire to the insulator adjacent to the 
feed point so it won't slip, and float the loop 
wire through the other insulators. The 
antenna can be tensioned using a counter- 
weight at the corner opposite the feed 
point. The wind load of the wire loop is 
quite small and the counter-weight need 
only be a couple of pounds or so for a loop 
made from 18 gauge wire. Thus, as an 
example, the supports do not need to be 
nearly as strong as those required to 
support a dipole. 


As always, when constructing and erecting 
any antenna, think safety first and follow 
the electrical codes. Refer to The ARRL 
Handbook and The ARRL Antenna Book 
for further information.

The UC Berkeley Amateur

Perched high atop Eshleman Hall, an 

enticing distraction for its busy student and 

staff members, the UC Amateur Radio Club 
recently celebrated its 80th birthday. An 

early account reports that the club was CF 
formed in 1914 around efforts to receive 2 
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shortwave signals on a longwire antenna 
stretching from the top of the still- 
incomplete Campanile to a distant campus 
building. 


One of the earliest club stations on the 
West Coast, 6BB (as it was known in those 
days) was apparently at the forefront of 
early Bay Area ham activities -- even 
helping the FCC clear the local airwaves of 
bootleggers in preparation for a New York 
to San Francisco mayoral relay in 1917. 
One of our female members reportedly 
received the first commercial wireless 
operator's license in 1924, and the club 
started broadcasting Big Games in 1916 
(FCC rules were a bit laxer then!). 


Since those adventurous early years, the 
club has had a colorful, if up and down, 
history. From ancient teletype machines 
now collecting dust in our warehouse; an 
HF beam and a repeater on top of Cory 
Hall: getting DXCC and running contests; 
helping with health, welfare, and charity 
communications; and running a SAREX 
contact at the Lawrence Hall of Science 
(with the help of other local hams); W6BB 
has had its hands in many different aspects 
of ham radio. 


Currently, with’about fifteen active 
members and many “in the woodwork’, the 
club is active on HF and packet (we plan to 
set up a mailbox soon), and has recently 
tried its hand in satellite work and 
VHF/UHF contesting. We also enjoy 
operating Field Day with NALCO 
ARES/RACES. We are constantly seeking 
to attract new members and upgrade our 


station (donations welcome!), all the while — 


encouraging a friendly atmosphere of fun, 
and further advancing our knowledge of the 
radio art.

From Code Oscillator to 
Ship’s Operator 
Alan Craddock, WB6DXZ 


It was summer of 1968, and | was on a 
flight from Oakland to Los Angeles. The 
assignment | had from Matson Lines was to 
join the ship SS Lurline at Wilmington in the 
capacity of Assistant Radio Operator, for a 
voyage to Hawaii and back to San 
Francisco. | seem to recall having a 
severe case of “chicken” on this flight, 
which was alleviated somewhat by a couple 
of gin and tonics from the drink cart! But 
there was no turning back now. | was on 
my way with my brand new 2nd class 
radiotelegraph license, the mandatory 
Coast Guard Officers’ license, and the Z 
card (seaman’s id) the Coast Guard issued. 
| did not acquire an amateur license for 
about a year after this, and | had never 
operated a transmitter before. So | would 
be making the jump from code oscillator to 
actual on-air operation as a professional, 
and | had the papers to prove it! Turn this 
plane around!! 


Incidentally, when you get the FCC license, 


the CG license is granted for as long as the 
FCC one is kept valid and current. But 
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keeping current isn’t as easy as | thought it 
would be (is any official document?). | 
recall chasing all over San Francisco one 
Saturday afternoon with my friend Vic, 
looking for three people to go as character 
references. Luckily he knew people around 
there. One was his barber and another 
was one of his shipmates. We had a 
deadline because his ship was sailing that 
night. If | remember rightly, it was an 
MSTS vessel in the days when they ran the 
ships back and forth to Vietnam. Later on, 
they used air lifts, and left the ships out in 
the Far East on permanent assignment. 


| met Vic when we studied code together at 
Laney College in Oakland. They had a 
great setup there; 6 Kleinschmidt code 
machines, all running at different speeds, 
(max 60 wpm) with the classroom desks set 
up like radio operator’s stations. You could 
switch to any other person’s position and 
communicate with key and headphones just 
like the real thing (almost). The instructor 
could communicate with anybody from his 
office, by Morse Code, of course. There 
was also a machine that made a tape of 
your sending, so you could see the dot, 
dash, and space lengths. It dispelled any 
illusions about how great your code was! 


Vic got his license three months ahead of 
me, but it was to be four years later before | 
wound up in MSC (as the Military Sealift 
Command was called by then). Vic was 
hauled in the door when he showed up with 
his license, but by three months later, the 
demand had dried up. He tipped me off 
about an opening coming up finally, and | 
was flown out to Fukoka and joined him on 
his ship. We did one voyage together. 


Well the Lurline was at Wilmington. So 
after landing at LAX, | somehow found my 
way to Long Beach via public transport. It 
was a long wait for the Wilmington bus 
during a hot day, but | finally made it. |

started walking about the mile or so to the 
ship, carrying a fairly heavy bag. Luckily, 
someone took pity on me and gave me a 
ride all the way to the gangway. It didn't 
take me long after this to learn to just take 
a cab from the airport all the way to the 
ship, and put it on the expense account! 


The ship looked awful big and foreboding, 
but | walked onto it. The Chief Radio 
Officer came down to greet me show me 
the radio room-and my room. My room was 
quite adequate, with a wash basin, toilet 
and shower. There was a small desk and a 
comfortable bed. (The second night out, | 
had rainwater coming into my cabin all over 
my bunk, so they gave me one of the 
passengers’ staterooms. Not bad!) 


When the Chief and | walked into the radio 
room that first day, | was taken aback. 
Almost the whole opposite wall was taken 
up floor to ceiling with transmitters. | 
remember the Chief saying not to be 
scared by the size of all the stuff. | had 
explained to him that | had never operated 


a “real” station before. | was pretty lucky to 


have hit this particular Chief. A nicer guy 
you couldn't wish for, and he patiently 
explained how it-all worked, trying to make 
me feel at ease. 


The radio receivers (one MF and one HF) 
were flanking the operating position on 
each side. There were switches to control 
the transmitters, which were all pretuned to 
assigned frequencies. There was also an 
AM radiotelephone on another wall, with a 
calling frequency of 2182 Ke, a distress 
frequency monitored by the Coast Guard 
(along with 500 Ke on CW). The R/T was a 
big stand-up console type thing with 
different switch positions for the various 
working frequencies. There was also a 
lifeboat transmitter/receiver which had to be 
cranked for power. Everything was tubes, 
of course. In addition, there was a 24-hour

clock, and charging controls for the 
batteries. The operating position had a 
glass sliding door in front of it so that the 
passengers could file telegrams for 
transmission, for which we had to figure the 


number of words and collect the cash. 


There were four of us in the radio 
department, a Chief and three assistants. 
The Chief does not stand a watch. The 
assistants do two 4-hour watches apiece, 
so there is continuous 24-hour watch on 
500 Kc, as required by law for passenger 
vessels. | didn’t run into the other two guys 
until later that day at lunch. Afterwards, we 
all piled into a cab and went over to San 
Pedro, a seaman’s town. At that time, San 
Pedro still had colorful bars all over the 
place, so we picked one, and proceeded to 
reduce their stock of booze. Good thing 
nothing happened to us, because the whole 
Radio Department was together, and the 
ship could not move without us! Anyway, 
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this was a pretty good welcoming party, | 
thought. All the guys were fairly easy to get 
along with. The ship didn’t sail until later in 
the afternoon, so we had plenty of time. 


| was assigned the 12 midnight to 4 a.m. 
watch. It was nice and quiet at night, and 
by skipping one meal, | could get a good, 
uninterrupted sleep. There was a movie 
theater aboard which | could go to, but 
mingling with the passengers was 
supposed to be out. Only the Chief could 
do that. The assistants were restricted to 
the one deck where passengers were not 
allowed. However, | broke the rules one 
night and did a little mingling with my 
civvies on. The rest of the time, we wore 
khaki uniforms until the 3rd day out, when 
we changed into the whites. 


| found that actual operating was not much 
different to playing at it like we did at Laney 
College. Just had to imagine one of your 
classmates was on the other end instead of 
an operator at KPH, which was the station 
we worked. They used to have reams of 
messages for us every day, and there was 
the same outgoing volume. KPH operators 
were and are, very professional, as well as 
patient. The Chief also kept a close watch 
on me at first, and after a couple of days | 
began to feel pretty comfortable with it. | 
used a straight key at first, later going to a 
bug. The Chief had a fully automatic keyer 
on his desk, and when there was no traffic, 
| used to practice copying a letter that was 
laying there alongside it. Then one day, | 
was messing with his keyer, and he bet me 
| could not use it. | took him on, and 
surprised him quite a bit, when | tore into 
the letter on his desk, which | had down 
pretty pat, (only he didn’t know that HI HI)! 


Included in our duties was copying the daily 
news from WCC NY. They sent at 25 wpm, 
and | had some difficulty with this in spite of 
the fact that | had used this broadcast to 
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practice code when studying for my license. 


At least | was familiar with the format. 
People from the ship’s print shop would be 
standing by to take my copy and print it in 
the ship’s newspaper for distribution to the 
passengers at breakfast the next morning. 
WCC sent highlights of the world news 
along with selected stock market reports. 


Diamond Head in Hawaii looked wonderful 
to me. It was the first time | had seen it. 
We docked at Pier 10. The Lurline was an 
“at sea” ship. | only had a few hours to look 
around, but it was enjoyable. We docked 
at 10 a.m., and sailed at 4 p.m. for San 
Francisco. In those days, there were the 
Hawaiian brass band, the hula girls, paper 
streamers, and all, for the departure. Five 
days later, | was back in San Francisco, 
feeling flushed with victory, having just 
graduated from code oscillator to ship's 
operator. There were to be several more 
unforgettable trips for me coming up on that 
great ship, the Lurline.

The regular meeting of the East Bay 
Amateur Radio Club was called to order at 
7:40 p.m. by Ray Gillett, KF6FU, who filled 
in for President Fred Nieman, KC6VLL.

CLUB STATION: Ralph Hall, W6EFD,

The Next Solar Cycle Begins 
Paul Harden, NA5N 


There is not much an observatory has to 
offer ham radio, but this is too pertinent to 
ignore. 


As we all know, we are sitting at dead 
bottom of the solar cycle, a period of 
extreme solar “quiet” (minimum) conditions. 
From a communications standpoint, you 
plot solar activity (various indexes or 
sunspot counts) to determine when the next 
cycle begins, but this method identifies the 
next solar cycle months after the fact. 


From an astronomy and observational 
standpoint, there are some conditions that 
identify the end of one cycle and the 
beginning of the next: During a solar 
minimum sunspots are rare, and when 
they do occur, they are located within 
seven degrees of the sun's equator. 
During a solar maximum sunspots become 
numerous and are located at much higher

degrees. Sunspot magnetic reverses from 
one cycle to the next. 


The first sunspot above the equator since 
early 1994 was observed Saturday, August 
12, 1995 at the Big Bear Solar 
Observatory, operated by Cal Tech. The 
sunspot was observed at 21 degrees north 
latitude and was of opposite magnetic 
polarity from all sunspots since 1984. 
Thus, the next solar cycle began August 
12, 1995, a bit ahead of most forecasts. 
This suggests that improved HF 
propagation could be evident as early as 
next spring and summer, depending upon 
the rate of increase in solar activity.
